The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Independent claim 9 and the claims dependent thereon have been allowed 
because none of the references of record teach or suggest a method for producing an 
anatase-type titanium oxide powder comprising preheating titanium tetrachloride, 
oxygen gas, hydrogen gas, and steam at 450-600C and reacting them, wherein 60-90 I 
of oxygen gas, 60-90 I of hydrogen gas, and 240-400 I of steam are used per 1 I of 
titanium tetrachloride. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
